Two New Reports Published by
Bureau of Radiological Health

H Two new reports recommending
ways to reduce unnecessary radiation
exposure to pregnant women and den-
tal patients have been published by
the Food and Drug Administration’s
Bureau of Radiological Health. The
recommendations encourage practices
that the Bureau believes are valuable
in reducing radiation exposure. The
recommendations are voluntary, but
since they are based on sound prin-
ciples, widespread adoption is ex-
pected.

The first report discusses biological
risks to the embryo and fetus from ion-
izing radiation and recommends ways
in which unintentional medical X-ray
exposure can be avoided or minimized.
It emphasizes that circumstances sur-
rounding medical radiological care are
complex and that no single system ap-
plicable to patients will eliminate all
problems relating to X-ray exposure.

The second report elaborates on the
Agency’s recommendations on dental
X-ray examinations that are consid-
ered needless. Administrative radio-
graphs are those requested by a re-
mote third party for reasons not re-
lated to the patient’s immediate dental
needs.

The Agency recommends that third
parties, including dental insurance car-
riers, should not require dental X-ray
examinations unless they can demon-
strate that such examinations provide
a direct clinical benefit.
